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DETAILED ACTION

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



4. The rejections under 35 USC 112 second paragraph have been 
withdrawn based on the filed amendments. 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an • application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such, treaty in the English 
language . 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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6. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Linnartz (US 6209092) . 

As per claim 1, Linnartz discloses adding right information 
containing at least copyright management information to selected 
ones of a plurality of pieces of input data; and performing a 
signal process on the plurality of pieces of input data 
including the selected ones of the plurality of pieces of input 
data to which the right information has been added and recording 
the processed data on the record medium (see column 10 lines 50- 
67) . 

As per claim 2, Linnartz discloses the signal process is an 
encrypting process (see column 5 lines 3-26) . 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Linnartz as applied to claim 3 above, and 
further in view of Ryan. 
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As per claim 5, Linnartz fails to disclose a selection. 
However, Ryan discloses a selection circuit (see figure 1 number 
24) . At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to 
a person of ordinary skill in the art to use Ryan's selection 
circuit to Linnartz' s copy protection system. Motivation to do 
so would have been to allow an operator to select a certain 
mode . 

As per claims 6-7, the modified Linnartz and Ryan system 
discloses the various multiple adding circuits (see Linnartz 
column 8 lines 25-58) and multiple encryption circuits with a 
selection circuit (see Ryan figure 1) . 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 07/01/2005 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues the 
Linnartz does not add copyright management information to 
selected ones of a plurality of input data, but rather to the 
whole album and therefore no- selection is possible; and Ryan 
only selects between a copy-protected CD and a non-copy 
protected CD and not selecting of pieces of input data is 
possible . 

Regarding Applicant's argument with respect to Linnartz, 
copyright management information is added to the album as a 
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whole, which is all of the plurality of input data (see column 
10 lines 50-67). Therefore Linnartz discloses adding copyright 
management information to selected ones (all) of a plurality of 
input data. 

Regarding Applicant's argument with respect to Ryan, when 
Ryan selects a copy-protected CD all of the input data is 
selected (see column 5 lines 22-43) . Therefore, when a copy- 
protected CD is selected the selector (24) selects all of the 
input data.
